He 
arrived in-Seattle on July 22. ° 


Wherr it became known that he 
had decamped a telegraphic war- 
rant was sent by Thurston Porter, 
U.S. marshal to ‘Seattle at once. 
L. G. Husar, prosecuting attorney 
in the United States Court for 
China, set the machinery in mo- 
tion at once’ for the extradition ‘of 
Chapman, the, matter, being 
brought before the Sea ttle courts.
